war. You say that it has been said 
that she was apparently trying to see 
whether Germany or the Allies would 
pay 
the most for her 
services. 
Nothing could be more untrue. 
In 
respect to her treaty with Germany, 


! it was not a love affair, but one to 
preserve the peace of Europe, a 
peace which she heartily 
desired. 
Germany did not ask her consent to 
go to war, knowing that Italy would 
immediately try to stop the war. 


Gaining Old Land. 


I 
"The reason ItaJy did go into the 


I war was not because of the promise^ 
I of pay from the Allies but, reluctant- 
ly, as a matter of national defense. 


I While there did not exist a hard feel- 
ing between the Germans and Itali- 
ans there has long been one between 
the 
Italians 
and Austrians. 
The 
frontier between these latter . coun- 
tries was such that at any time the 
Austrians could invade Italy, and 
Italy could in such case defend her- 
self only with difficulty that is proven 
by the energy required in the present 
war. She is not hanging back; but 
vanquishing day by day and step by 
step the difficult nature of the terrir 
tory in which the advance must be 
made. 
She will regain her two old 
provinces and thereby make impossi- 
ble a future invasion by Austria. 
"If the United States desires to do 
business here, the right kind of busi- 
ness men must be sent over, those 
speaking French or Italian, and men 
who are willing to stay in the coun- 
try long enough to learn its ways. 
The only Americans who have ever 
come here previously were those 
merely bent on pleasure, or during 
the war to sell munitions or coal or 
something of that sort. Frequently 
these men, because of their lack of 
proper training, have fallen into the 
hands of intermediaries of question- 
able, characters,'and their 
ventures 
have not turned out well. 
"Italy will be a virgin field for 
American business. 
Before the war 
her foreign business was largely in 
the hands of the Germans, because 
the English and French had neglect- 
ed tne markets. 
The Germans offer- 
ed long credits, say of six months to 
a year, asking only a part payment 
down. While the Germans have not, 
as had been stated, and very large 
investments of capital here,' they did 
succeed in doing a prosperous busi- 
ness. 
One of the reasons for this, 
with the smaller houses, was also be- 
cause the Germans quo'ted prices and 
weights in Italian money and by the 
metric system. 


' The After Effects. 
"Italy will'perhaps come out of this 
war 
in 
better 
condition than any 
other nation in Europe and therefore 
be one whose business is worth go- 
ing after. 
She will have not been 
devastated, and will not have lost so 
many men, and 
those she has lost 
will be rapidly replaced 
because of 
the well known fecundity of the 
Italian family. Her business will not 
be shot to pieces. One has hut to 
look at her stores now to see that 
they are full of cash buyers. 
The 
recent postal savings banks reports 
shows 
a 
continual 
increase 
on 
deposits. 
My own bank and other 
banks are growing too. 
There will 
be no difficulty 
with her new loan, 
one half of it being already 
guar- 
anteed by Italian bankers. There is 
much loose talk 
about, the war im- 
poverishing nations.

"Many public 'meetings have been 
held, and several addresses, supposed 
to set forth clearly the claims and po- 
sitions of the'different parties and fac- 
tions, 
have been published'. From 
these it is .clear that, so far as state 
issues are concerned, there'has'been' 
no change .since 1914. Now, as then, 
it, is economy against' extravagance, 
American democracy against foreign 
bureaucracy, transplanted and set up 
in our midst. ' Now, as then, it is the 
toilers and taxpayers 
against those 
who 
imprbyidently, ' recklessly and 
thoughtlessly spend public .funds. Now, 
as then, it is intrenched officialdom, or 
rather what is left of it, against the 
masses, whose business they insist 
upon directing and 
controlling, and 
upon whose earnings and savings they
